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By temperament, Grace Olivarez has probably always 
been an activist. As a very young woman she was 
aware of the second class citizenship endured by 
most of her fellow Mexican Americans. But for a long 
time the only way she could express her anger and 
resentment was to drop out of school, shun the ma¬ 
jority Anglo society, and turn her frustration inward 
upon herself. A chance airport encounter in 1966 
with Father Theodore M. Hesburgh changed all of 
this, however, and led to a kind of rebirth for her. 
After listening to Mrs. Olivarez' complaint about life 
for minority peoples in the United States, Father 
Hesburgh told her he would personally waive the 
entrance requirements if she would agree to enter 
the law school of Notre Dame University, whose pres¬ 
ident he was. Mrs. Olivarez accepted his offer, and 
four years later became the first woman ever to take 
a law degree at Notre Dame. Shortly thereafter she 
found a concrete way of attacking the social prob¬ 
lems that concerned her by becoming a vice chair¬ 
man of the Commission on Population Growth and 
the American Future, which was established by Con¬ 
gress in March 1970. Mrs. Olivarez also became 
Executive Director of Food For All, Inc., whose mis¬ 
sion was to enroll needy people in Federal food 
programs. In June 1972 she accepted her present 
post as Director of the Institute for Social Research 
and Development. Her first order of business is to 
make the Mexican American visible to all Americans, 
as this is the first step on the road to opportunity. 

Por su temperamento, Grace Olivares siempre ha sido una 
activista. Cuando era muy joven se dio cuenta que ella y sus 
conciudadanos mexicanos-americanos eran tratados como 
ciudadanos de segunda clase. Pero por largo tiempo la 
única manera en que podía expresar su corage y resenti¬ 
miento era saliéndose de la escuela, apartándose de la 
mayoría de habla inglesa y llevando en sí misma toda su 
frustración. Un encuentro casual en un aeropuerto en el 
año de 1966 con el padre Theodore M. Hesburgh cambio 
todo esto y fue un verdadero renacimiento el que ocurrid 
en su persona. Después de escuchar las quejas sobre la 
vida de las minorías en los Estados Unidos el padre Hes¬ 
burgh le dijo que él personalmente la eximiría de los 
requisitos de admisión si ella estaba dispuesta a ingresar 
a la escuela de leyes de la University of Notre Dame donde 
él era presidente. La Sra. Olivares aceptó esta oferta y 
cuatro años más tarde fue la primera mujer que reci¬ 
bió un título de leyes de la University of Notre Dame 
Poco después encontró la manera concreta de atacar los 
problemas sociales que la preocupaban al ser nombrada 
subjefe de la Comisión de Incremento de Población y el 
Futuro Americano que el congreso había establecido en 
marzo de 1970. La Sra. Olivares también fué nombrada 
Directora Ejecutiva de Food for All, Inc., cuya misión era 
enrolar a las personas necesitadas en programas federales 
de comida. En 1972 aceptó su nombramiento como Director 
del Instituto de Investigaciones Sociales y Desarrollo, cargo 
que desempeña hoy día. Su primera, misión es hacer al 
mexicanos-americanos visible a todos los ciudadanos, ya 
que este es el primer paso en el camino de la oportunidad.

Open Letter 

Cannery Workers Committee 
Augustine Ruiz 

Recently there have been articles in the 
local paper relating to a proposed sewer 
tee hike and a contract for a new sewer 
plant. In those articles, Dick Benevento, 
Secretary-treasurer of the Cannery Work¬ 
ers Union Local 679 has been quoted as 
saying that if this sewage deal goes into 
effect it would mean the loss of 15,000 can¬ 
nery workers' jobs. This is a very false state¬ 
ment. 

It is clear to us that what Benevento and 
the cannery owners are trying to do is to 
scare the workers, particularly the Mexican- 
American workers who are the large ma¬ 
jority of the work force. This whole tactic 
of trying to scare the workers is an inven¬ 
tion or scheme by the union officials and 
the cannery industry. The reason is that the 
canneries have been putting millions of 
dollars into their own pockets and are too 
greedy to pay for cleaning up the sewage 
that they create. If the canneries were to 
move elsewhere, they would have the same 
problems of paying for sewage; in addition, 
it would cost them millions of dollars to move 
and build new plants. All of this is just a big 
hoax, and like Mayor Hayes' says, it is very 
unlikely that they are going to move, par¬ 
ticularly because of sewage treatment. And 
as far as Richard Benevento and the other 
union officials are concerned, it is not really 
the workers that they care about, it is mere¬ 
ly their jobs with their fat salaries. (Bene¬ 
vento alone makes about $36,000 per year). 

To be more specific and say it like it 
really is, Mr. Benevento points out that the 
cannery industry pumps more than $56 mil¬ 
lion a year into the valley economy, but this 
is not true because a large percentage of 
the workers are migrants and have to go 
elsewhere after the canning season to spend 
their money and look for other work (the 
season is only about three months long and 
over 75 percent of the workers are seasonal). 

We believe that cannery workers should 
not be deceived by this scheme that has 
been formed by the canneries and the union 
officials. When our own representatives 
scheme with the canneries, cannery workers 
are the ones who pay them. Let us be 
sensible and open our eyes to the real truth 
and work for those things that will really 


help us, the cannery workers. 

We have many real problems in the can¬ 
neries, such as discrimination, harrassment, 
unsafe and unhealthy working conditions, in¬ 
adequate pensions, etc. After all, we are 
also human and children of God like all other 
people. The Declaration of Independence 
says that all men are created equal, but as 
far as the cannery industry is concerned, 
this is not so. Why are the union officials 
so concerned about the sewage problem— 
which really belonqs directly to the can¬ 
neries—when what they should be doing is 
fighting for a decent contract which is com¬ 
ing up this summer? They could have in¬ 
vestigated possible alternatives to the sew¬ 
age problem, but instead they work hand in 
hand with the canneries to scare the peo¬ 
ple. They even went so far as to give can¬ 
nery workers a half a day off jwith pay to 
go to the city council! Cannery workers 
should not be fooled or scared by these 
tactics — we should all work together and 
demands from our union officials that they 
represent our true interests. 

P.S.—The Cannery Workers Committee 
is a group of rank-and-file cannery workers 
who ran a slate of candidates against the 
incumbent officers in the last cannery elec¬ 
tion. The Committee candidates charged 
that the incumbent officials were more con¬ 
cerned with their own pay checks than they 
were with representing the interests of the 
workers. The Committee candidates won one 
of the positions and won between 45-49% 
of the vote for the other positions. That 
election is presently being challenged by the 
Committee and its lawyers on the basis of 
election irregularities and fraud.

AND THE MINORITY 


The following is an exerpt from a 
panel discussion from the program 
"Perspective" on Channel 7, San Fran¬ 
cisco. The topic of this program dealt 
with Sexuality and in particular, its re¬ 
lationship to Minorites. The panel con¬ 
sisted of Concha Salcedo, a psycho¬ 
logist working primarily in the Latino com¬ 
munity in San Francisco's Mission Dis¬ 
trict; Clorine Don Rauston, a lecturer 
at USC, and a psychotherapist in pri¬ 
vate practice and Elaine Alvarez, who 
works with the Pacific Psychotherapy 
Institute and deals with families as a 
counselor. 

PART ONE OF A TWO PART SERIES 

COMMENTATOR: What is Sexuality? 

PANEL: We can begin by saying that 
Sexuality is something that we all share in 
common, in spite of all of our ethnic and 
racial differences. When we talk about Sex¬ 
uality, we are talking about the bio-physical 
structure. Anotomy. Sexual activity. We're 
also talking about attitudes, with regards to 
that which has been determined by the cul¬ 
ture to appear to be sexual. 

COMMENTATOR: What is Pathological 
Sexual Behavior? 

PANEL: Much of the sexual behavior re¬ 
search done in this country is conducted in 
laboratories that are problem focused. So 
that the word "Pathological" is too strong. 
What is considered normal in one culture, 
may not be considered normal in another. 
And that is where that term Pathological be¬ 
comes very dangerous, because up until 
now, in terms of psychological factors, it's 
viewed in terms of what the Anglo society 
has defined as being normative behavior. 

COMMENTATOR: The Judaic-Christian 
Ethic say the end goal of genital sex is pro- 
tion. But today people are asking themselves 
if that is the only purpose. Would you com¬ 
ment on this. 


PANEL: Sexuality is now being thought 
about in a total sense. When we talk about 
sexual activity, we talk about the total be¬ 
ing and the total body. This is counter to 
the historical taboos we have lived with un¬ 
til now. Ethnic groups are beginning to re¬ 
define and question what, if anything, should 
be taboo. 

COMMENTATOR: How has the Sexual 
Revolution effected the Black person? 

PANEL: Black people come to the clinics 
with various problems, including sexual prob¬ 
lems. Being exposed to newspapers, tele¬ 
vision, and other media, they've begun to 
question how the so-called "Sexual Revolu¬ 
tion" relates to them. They talk about 
specific things, such as oral sex, and whether 
or not it's a black thing to do. 

COMMENTATOR: Or whether it's a 
good thing and satisfying. Or is it patho¬ 
logical? 

PANEL: If it's satisfying, then it's not 
pathological for the two individuals involved. 
It's actually healthy. Pathological again, is a 
very dangerous term. 

COMMENTATOR: When we look at the 
Asian culture, we look at a culture that is 
centuries old. The sexual roles are clearly de¬ 
fined, and this tradition, by and large, still 
exists. What is the impact of new concepts 
on that culture. 

PANEL: First of all, let's qualify that state¬ 
ment. The term "Asian" is a very large um¬ 
brella that attempts to group together peo¬ 
ple that come from very diverse cultures. 
We're talking about Chinese, Japanese, Ko¬ 
rean and others. 

In psychotherapy, Asians have a certain 
reserve, a reluctance to discuss their sexual 
problems. Their reluctance is not necessary 
because of the content of the material, but 
a general reservation about self exposure. 
One Asian value is that you keep problems 
to yourself. 

COMMENTATOR: What about the La¬ 
tino community? 
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PANEL: It is very similar to the Asian 
community. The Latino women generally 
don't come in saying "I have a sexual prob¬ 
lem." They may come in talking about diffi¬ 
culties with the children, or they may be 
very depressed, but it will be some time be¬ 
fore they begin to open up and discuss prob¬ 
lems of a sexual nature. Again, there is a 
reserve in the Latino as to what you dis¬ 
close. This reserve has to do with the very 
ethic in the culture. 

COMMENTATOR: We are talking about 
Problem Orientated Sex, maybe we shouldn't 
look at it in those terms? 

PANEL: It's the same thing as looking at 
it as pathological: if we look at it in terms 
of what we consider fulfilling, then we ar¬ 
rive at a whole new definition. Sexuality has 
to do with the totality of the person. 

At one time, in most societies, sexual ac¬ 
tivity was considered a very natural kind of 
act. You had children, you worked, you died; 
it was all part of that. In Western society, 
here in the United States, it's become a 
specialty. 
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It is particularly western to separate, and 
examine. In psychotherapy, when people 
don't immediately begin to discuss sexual 
issues, you don't necessarily consider it prob¬ 
lematic or pathological. You consider that 
sexuality is in the total of their being, and it 
will come up in the process. It takes awhile 
before you start to talk about sexual issues. 

COMMENTATOR: Many people obtain 
their concepts on sexual techniques from 
books relating to the Eastern culture. These 
books, the Kama Sutra, for example, date 
far back into history. 

PANEL: That's part of the mythology re¬ 
lating to Asians. That they practice unique 
and exotic techniques. It really has to do 
with how we view the world. 

COMMENTATOR: Let's get into the 
myths relating to ethnic groups. For ex¬ 
ample, the mystique of the Asian woman. 

PANEL: Asian women suffer from an in¬ 
teresting kind of stereo typing. On one 
hand there is the virtuous picture bride, and 
on the other, for lack of a better ideal label, 
there is your "Suzie Wong." The latter is 
your bar girl-prostitute who practices these 
mythological exotic and erotic sexual prac¬ 
tices. , 


COMMENTATOR: What about the 
"Black Stud" image? The character we see 
portrayed in the media by such people as 
Jim Brown or Billy Dee Williams. 

PANEL: That's mythology talking. The 
black culture is a vigorous and expressive 
culture. But the whole issue of the black 
male having bigger genitalia, and being 
more virle, well, there hasn't been a com- 

E iaritive study about genitalia. We don't 
now that it needs to be done. Such a study 
would put the emphasis in the wrong place. 
It would imply that it is the male's respon¬ 
sibility to satisfy the woman. It implies that 
with a large organ, he can better satisfy 
the woman. That puts the woman into a very 
passive position. It leaves out equality and 
role sharing. 

It may well be that black males have 
larger sexual organs, but that is not all that 
sexual relations consist of. Sexual relations 
consist of two people relating to one an¬ 
other in a loving and a sharing way. A large 
organ is not the end all, be all of anything. 

What we're dealing with is competition 
between men. Part of the myth is "Bigger is 
better." Bigger breasts, a bigger penis 
means a better preformance, like a bigger 
car or a bigger house. It reflects ou eco¬ 
nomic society, competitive and capitalistic. 
If says, "the more you have, the better you 

ll 

are. 

COMMENTATOR: What about the con¬ 
cept of "The Latin Lover?" The idea that 
Latin people are very sensuous, very pas¬ 
sionate? 

PANEL: Within the Chicano-Latin com¬ 
munity there is a full range. Those who are 
very passionate, and those who are not. We 
are human beings, and there are individual 
differences on how we respond. The image 
of the "Valentino" or the Latin woman, who 
is either the "Virgin Mary ' or the Mexican 
Spitfire" puts a great deal of pressure on 
the man or woman who relates to those 
stereotypes. 

COMMENTATOR: What about Ameri- 
can-Anglo concepts on what is sexually 
desirable? What is their effect on minor¬ 
ities? 

PANEL: The most obvious connotation is 
that a Latin, Black, or Asian has to become 
"white" in order to be acceptable. These 
Í standards imply that a minority woman has 



to take on attributes of white women in or¬ 
der to be sexually appealing. Many people 
are trapped into feeling that they can only 
make it in Anglo society if they become 
white. We cannot discuss sexuality without 
acknowledging that racism plays a part. It 
plays a part in sexual stereotyping and in 
mythology about ethnic groups. 

COMMENTATOR: Why does this society 
tend to accept Asian women more readily 
than it does Asian men? 


PANEL: There may be a number of ex¬ 
planations. We don't pretend to have the 
answers. But there is a feeling that minority 
women have more social mobility because 
they're not viewed as economic competitors 
or as sexual threats in the same way as the 
male is. 

Also, the Asian male has had very poor 
representation in the media. You either have 
the image of the subordinate houseboy, the 
not very bright No. 2 son of Charlie Chan, 
or on the other extreme you have someone 
like the late Bruce Lee. 


COMMENTATOR: Do you think that 
Bruce Lee is a positive image or merely a 
caricature? 

PANEL: He offers a more-positive image, 
but he is also a caricature. He's the Asian 
counterpart to Superfly, or James Bond. His 
characterization emphasises only one aspect 
of the person. He demonstrates to the Asian 
male that even if you are small, you can still 
be a person's equal in combat. Marshal 
Arts are techniques that can be learned, and 
are not dependent solely on one's size. 

The "Bruce Lee Image" does leave out 
the feeling side, the vulnerable side of an 
Asian male. We look forward to the day 
when the total person can be portrayed in 
the media and be accepted and enjoy popu¬ 
larity. 

COMMENTATOR: Do you think society 
is ready to handle a sensitive, feeling, com¬ 
plete person? 

PANEL: They're not even ready to accept 
that in a white male.

COMMENTATOR: What about the whole 
question of inter-racial dating and marriage? 

PANEL: There are arguments that can be 
made for associating, dating, or marrying 
only people of your own race. There are 
people who say you ae being disloyal if you 
have anything to do with people that are 
not of your own race. Race is a very im¬ 
portant feature and attribute of the total 
person; it is an undeniable aspect of one's 
being. But we would hope that relationships 
would not be made or broken on that basis 
alone. We hope the day will come when we 
look at someone without pointing out solely 
that they are Chicano, Black or Asian, but 
rather that they are a person. 

COMMENTATOR: Machisma is a Spanish 
term that has been interpreted to mean 
strong, assertive, commanding masculinity. 
At one time it simply represented a strong, 
male image. But down through the years it 
has taken a connotation of sexuality. Many 
people believe that machismo is exploitation 
of sexuality in the Latin community. I would 
like to get the panel's opinion on this.

PANEL: Machismo in the Latin commun¬ 
ity is a two edged sword. It puts the male in 
the position of having all the power and be¬ 
ing the domineering person in the family, 
and it makes it very safe for the woman. 
She can be protected, she can be taken care 
of, and she doesn't really have to be re¬ 
sponsible for herself. Both people get some¬ 
thing out of that kind of an image. It is not 
a completely negative image, there are some 
very positive things about Machismo in the 
Latin culture. It's a position of respect, a 
position of power, it's a position of taking 
care of your family. It's a very heavy and 
burdensome responsibility, actually.

ices provided to non-English speaking per¬ 
sons, and to determine the need of bilingual 
services by the utility companies." 

Purpose of the statewide series of hear¬ 
ings is primarily to hear from non-English 
speaking groups and individuals about 
special services they may need from their 
telephone companies.

"We are trying to develop unity and 
strength among the Mexican-American peo- 
ple," said Martin Perez, a member of the 
American Gl Forum. 

To deal effectively with Chicano issues 
"requires work at the grass roots level," he 
said, "because that's where the strength is." 

The San Jose Chapter of the American 
Gl Forum is part of a national veterans- 
oriented, non-profit organization begun in 
an effort to fight discrimination against 
Chicanos and to promote their involvement 
in communities and government, Perez said. 

Since its founding here in 1959, the 
Forum's goal has been to assist the Mexican- 
American community through a variety of 
programs that range from job placement to 
housing assistance, according to Veteran's 
Outreach Program director 5am Pena. 

The Forum, said Pena, has been con¬ 
cerned with helping Chicanos and the com¬ 
munity tackle the complex problems that 
develop in dealing with government and its 
agencies. 

"We aren't concerned with merely hand- 
carrying an individual through his problems, 
said Pena. "We want to make them under¬ 
stand what their rights are—and what they 
are entitled to as citizens." 

People "turn to us for assistance or for 
referral services" through the many differ¬ 
ent community projects sponsored by the 
Chapter, said Perez. 

One major project, according to the 
Forum's national newsletter editor, Dave 
Sierra, is the Veteran’s Outreach Program. 
Members of the Forum "seek out the vet" 
to "make them aware of what their benefits 

are and what's available to them and their 
dependents," he said. 

"The establishment Veteran's Administra¬ 
tion doesn't do the damn job for the vets," 
he said. "We don't have as much money 
as they do, or a fancy office building," he 
added, "but we do have a community-level 
organization with people who work like hell." 


Legal services, skill training, assistance 
with complex VA forms, and employment 
locating help—which Pena calls their most 
important service—are all part of the Out¬ 
reach program. 

Through Operation SER, the Forum pro¬ 
vides a vocational training progarm which 
includes counseling services, work experience 
and work retaining, according to Perez. 

Operation SER, which Sierra calls the 
most successful manpower program in the 
Valley" receives federal funds through the 
Comprehensive Employment Training Act. 
English taught as a second language and 
General Education Diploma course studies 
are offered through Operation SER for peo¬ 
ple who wish to expand their employment 
skills and possibilities, said Pena. 

For local youth education, the chapter 
furnishes over $14,000 annually in scholar¬ 
ships to area high school students, Pena said. 

The chapter encourages Chicano students 
—"not just the A and B students"—to con¬ 
tinue their education past high school, said 
Sierra. 

"We tell them not to settle for being a 
farmworker just because their father might 
have been one," he said. 

And through the Youth Services Bureau, 
the Forum has sponsored fund-raisers to 
provide local fieldtrips for places like the 
Eastside Youth Center, said Pena. 

Many chapter members are school in¬ 
structors, PTA or board members, he said, 
who are concerned about the quality of local 
education and who know "the problems that 
have developed within the community." 

Because of its non-partisan status, the 
Forum does not endorse candidates or be¬ 
come directly involved in political issues, ac¬ 
cording to Perez. But members are strongly 
encouraged to be individually active in the 
issues, he said. 

"The taxes and the environment have al¬ 
ways seemed to be Anglo-oriented issues to 
Chicanos," said Sierra. "But it's our money 



they're ripping off too," he added, "and 
we have to care." 

"Watching government to see that it is 
effectively serving the people" is part of 
the Forum's work, Sierra said. 

The organization, he said, is in close con¬ 
tact and "participates actively" with po¬ 
liticians on the local, state and national level. 

Sierra said San Jose Mayor Janet Gray 
| Hayes has been "cooperative," and he 
described City Councilman Al Garza as 
j "very helpful" to the Forum. Congressmen 


Mineta and Edwards, he said, have also been 
"very accessible" to members. 

The Forum, said Pena, "has made sure 
that local government officials know we are 
there." 

One example, said Sierra, is their present 
fight with Pacific Telephone because of its 
"regular rate increases" and "lack of bi¬ 
lingual services.” 

"We can't understand the lack of Spanish¬ 
speaking operators here considering the 
number of bilingual people in this valley," 
Sierra said.

Although some of the Chapter programs 
are funded with national and local money, 
much of the financial assistance comes from 
membership dues and efforts like the 
Scholarship fund drive and annual food 
drive, said Pena. 

"There are presently 170 members in the 
San Jose Chapter," said Pena, but "we 
really need more manpower to make some 
of the projects really happen." 

Many of the members, Sierra said, have 
developed—through group activities—the 
"courage to stand up for their rights" in 
issues ranging from being overcharged at 
the supermarket to the controversies of 
local government. 


"Some of these people were very shy 
when they started to work with us," Sierra 
said. But when they have become involved 
in meetings with candidates, officials and 
with the communty, he sad, "they begin to 
speak up when they see their rights being 
violated," he said. "That's the important 
thing." 

The Forum's motto, said Pena, is educa¬ 
tion is our freedom, and freedom is every¬ 
body's business." 

With that in mind, he said, the Forum is 
working to become a viable organization 
which will assist and involve the Chicano, 
and the community, in active government 
participation.
